Aliens Must Register by Dec. 26 


An unpleasant but necessary task in these times has been 


the four-month job of the Department of Justice in registering 
and fingerprinting all aliens in the United States. The regis- 
tration period ends December 26, and aliens who have failed 
to report at the nearest postoffice by that date will let them- 
selves in for prosecution the same as any other federal law 
violator. 
Of course that word "alien" lias a 


{•"mythical sound clown here where we 


practically haven't any; and that re- 
minds rne of the story 
which is 


going the rounds of the poslofficcs: 


A negro came up to an Arkansas 


postmaster and said, "All's wants to 
register—all's an alien, and us aliens 
gotta register." 


"Boy," said the postmaster, "what 


do you mean, 'alien'? 
Where you 


from, anyway?" 


"Y;is-suh," replied the applicant, 


"All's an alien—ah's from Oklahoma." 


But this registration of aliens isn't 


exactly funny business elsewhere, for 
some sections of America still have 
thousands of men and women of for- 
eign birth. And our nation, recogniz- 
ing the potential danger, has required 
that every person living in America 
but owing technical allegiance to some 
other country present himself at the 
nearest postoffice so that lie may be 
•cgistcrcd and so that the authorities 
may always know who he is and where 
;ie lives. 


December 26 is the final day. After 


that—well, the Department of Justice 
states in a press release: 


"About those who arc deliberate- 


ly neglecting to register, we can 
do nothing for the present. At the 
end of the registration period, they 
will lake their places with any 
other criminal; but we are making 
every effort to register those non- 
citizens who have not yet been 
counted through ignorance or mis- 
understanding."

Seal Problem 


Is Up Again 


Fishing Trouble 
Has Been Brew- 
ing 70-Years

WASHINGTON—The 
Bering 
Sea 


scaling problem is in again. 


This 70-year itch which has kept 


the State Department, the Bureau 
of Fisheries and the U. S. Coast Guard 
scratching heads since post-Civil Wai- 
days has broken out again. It's all 
because Japan has just announced 
that she wants no further part of that 
treaty which for 29 years has regu- 
lated scaling and prevented complete 
e.xtincling of the great seal herds of 
the north Pacific. 


Russia and Great Britain arc also 


parties lo Ihc treaty, but Japanese 
abrogation of it probably will have 
little effect on .them. It may have 
considerable effect 
on the United 


States. 


Just why the Japanese suddenly de- 


cided lo abrogate a treaty which has 
proved so workable for nearly 30 
years is something of a mystery. 


In the official notification, the Jap- 


anese said the seal herd that bases 
at the Pribilof Islands, just inside the 
fringe of the Aleutians, has got so 
large thai it is a menace to Jap- 
aiu.'se fisheries. 


Government fishery experts brand 


this as bunk, pointing out that migra- 
tions of the Pribilof seals do not carry 
them into Japanese waters. 


But if tliis were so, the question 


that immediately follows is how does 
Japan plan to remove this menace? 
An dthe inevitable answer: By de- 
struction of Ihe great seal herd which 
for a good deal longer than 30 years 
has been recognized in international 
law to be principally the property of 
the United Slales.

FT. BLISS, Tex. — A plane, caught 


7000 feet up in the night sky by the 
converging rays of eight searchlights, 
is a pretty sight. It glows and shines 
like a thing of fire. It has been 
picked out of the sky by robot ma- 
chines like an inventor's night-mare 
—and Ihc new ones being demonstrat- 
ed here by the 202nd Coast Artillery 
arc probably the most effective in the 
world. 


Do marvelous advances like this, and 


like new anti-aircraft guns now being 
finished which will toss shells 21,- 
000 feet 
inlo Ih'c sky, mean lhat 


American cities arc, or can be made 
safe from invading airfleets? 


No. The officers who know most 


about anti-aircraft search-lights and 
artillery know that all their sleek 
super-gadgets can't completely 
pro- 


tect cities. They don't kid themselv- 
es and they don't kid the rest of us 


Marvelous though these 
defenses 


ire, anti-aircraft officers know thai 
.ho best they can hope to do is harass 
nncl keep high in the air invading air 
Elects. 


"Ears" Pick up Enemy Planes 


Thai's something, of course, and it 


ivell justifies the pains being taken 
to give America the best in these 
defenses. The 
far-more-than-human 


machinery with which the first stab 
of the search-light 'is"often 'directed 
flush on the hitherto unseen plane 
is a triumph of ingenuity. 


The plane is located first by sound. 


A crew of men picked for the ac- 
curacy of their sight and hearing sit 
with headphones glued to their heads. 
Into those phones come the magni- 
fied sounds picked up by three mech- 
anical "ears." They move the "ears' 
until the sound of the distant plane 
"balances" in each ear. 


Here 
machinery takes over. The 


'locator" establishes the direction and 
elevation of the plane, and the data 
are transmitte dto a control stalion. 


This controls the searchlights, but 


is nol necessarily anywhere near them. 
If you picture people hauling a hand- 
less to direct the beam of a manual- 
ly-controlled searchlight, you're out 
of date. A couple of twists on hand 
wheels at the control station, and the 
giant searchlight turns by remote con- 
trol in the desired direction, though 
no one is near it, 


Why all this indirection? Search- 


lights aimlessly roaming the sky give 
away their own location to bombers. 
If the lights are first trained on the 
approximate location by sound, the 
first flash of the beam often finds 
the plane, or at least picks it up 
quickly. 
Once found, anti-aircraft 


guns arc directed at il just as in day- 
light. 


Why can't the guns be focused on 


the plane by sound without having 
any lights at all? Well, sound travels 
too slowly. Sound picked up by these 
detectors can at best reveal only where 
the plane was when it made the 
sound. 


But by the time that sound is re- 


ceived, the plane has already moved 
on, perhaps not out of tho. wide area 
covered by the lights, but probably 
far out of the 50-yard radius beyond 
which

Meet Precedes 
Re-Election 


Roosevelt 
Hasn't Been 
Re-Elected Yet

WASHINGTON - 
Roosevelt isn't 


re-elected yet, but you'll be safe \n 
giving much better odds than those 
offered 
before November 5 that he program, 


will bo. 


Just how many times in the last 


150 years this quadrennial joke has 
been aired in the nation's journals 
is anybody's guess. But it's true that 
Franklin D. Roosevelt will not be re- 
elected for the third time until Janu- pastor, 
ary 6. 


On that date, congress will assemble 


in joint cession al 1 p. m. (Eastern 
standard lime) 
with Vice-President 


John N. Garner in the chair. As presi- 
dent of the senate, Mr. Garner will 
open the electoral certificates sent jn 
under seal by the various slates, (hancl 
them over to the tellers (two mem- 
bers of the house and two of the 
senale.) 


The tellers will tally them and hand 


Ihe results back to Mr. Garner, who 


I then (barring some catastrophe that 
never has happened before when ttie 
popular vote stacked up anything like 
it did November 5) will announce that 
Mr. Roosevelt is re-ejected b'y, an elec- 
toral vote of 449 to 82. He will follow 
lhat 
with 
the announcement 
that 


Henry A. Wallace was electe dvice- 
president by the same vote. 


Then—and not until then—will Pre- 


sident Roosevelt and Vice-President 


i Wallace be constitutionally elected to 
their high offices. 


This is the final chapter of the elect- 


ion. The first was that.-first Tuesday 
in November. The second will occur 
on December 16 (the first Monday af- 
duly elected electors assmble at their 
stale capitals and cast their ballots, 
make and sign certificates 
of their 


votes, and forward one of these certi- 
ficates by registered mail to the presi- 
dent of the senate. 


The electoral college system, set up 


by the Constitution, 
is about 
the 


queerest method of election anywhere 
in the world. Oddly enough, there is 
no stipulation that an elector has 
to vote as directed by the vole in Tiis 
slate. As a matter of fact, two alumni 
of 
the electoral 
college have won 


their 
little paragraphs in the his- 


tory books by voting other than as 
directed. 


In 179G, Samuel Miles, named as an 


Adcms elector in Pennsylvania, cast 
his ballot for Thomas Jefferson, draw- 
ing this comment from an irate Fed- 
eralist: "What? Do 1 chuse Samuel

Mary Margaret McBride's tales of the 
family feasts of her childhood strike a 
responsive chord in anyone who of- 
ten yearns for some old-fashioned 
meals, cooked in the old-fashioned 
way—to be eaten with no thought of 
a modern calory chart. 


In a chapter devoted to old-fash- 


ioned cooking in her nosalgic book, 
"How Dear to My Heart," Miss Mc- 
Bride describes company dinners, as 
prepared by her mother back in Paris 
Mo., where the author was born and 
brought up. 


"If I were doomed to eat the same 


meal every day for the rest of my 
life and could have my pick of all 
the food the world offers, this is what 
I'd choose," says Miss McBride, add- 
ing that every dish would have to be 
fixed the way her mother did it— 


"Delicate buttermilk biscuits so hot 


you can't pick them up and have to 
slather butter on their delicate in- 
sides by the catch-at-catch-can meth- 
od; mashed potatoes that have been 
hand-beaten with cream and butter 
until they are fluffy as a cloud; baby 
•chicken fried 
to crisp brownness; 


cream gravy made in the skillet with 
all the little brown crumbs to give 
color and flavor; tender young mus- 
tard greens boiled with side meat and, 
to finish off, hot apple dumplings 
rich with cinnamon, butter and brown 
sugar and thick yellow country cream 
to pour over them.

Vital That All 
Farmers Vote 
on December 7 


Cotton Quota 
Referendum Faces 
Large Supply, 
Dwindling Demand 


The Marketing Quota Referendum 


is to be. voted on by Hcmpstcad 
county producers in 18 neighborhood 
centers Saturday, December 7. Farm- 
ers in other neighborhoods of nil 
producing cotton counties in the Unit- 
ed States will also be voting on mar- 
keting quotas in their county. 


All cotton farmers prolir.bly arc 


aware of the cotton situation due to 
the great amount of talk that has 
been made by agricultural leaders, 
both farmers and paid. 


The following statement on the cot- 


ton situation was prepared by the 
Extension Service and released by 
Oliver L. Adams, county agent, so 
that every fanner might read it and 
have the facts so that he may vote 
as he sees fit, for or against, next 
Saturday, December 7: 


American Cotton 


The total supply of American cot- 


ton for the 1940-41 season will be ap- 
proximately <S,000,000 
bales, 
while 


world supplies will be a little larger 
than the near record supply of ap- 
proximately 
49,000,000 bales in 
the 


1939-40 season. This marks the 4th 
consecutive year that American sup- 
plies have been approximately 25,- 
000,000 bales and world supplies close 
to 50,000,000 bales. 


The world carry-over as all cot- 


ton on August 1 this year %vas smaller 
than a year earlier. The United Stat- 
es reduced its carry-over from 14.137,- 
000 bales on August 1, 1939, to 12,649,- 
000 bales on August 1, this year. This 
reduction came about as a result 
of an increase of about 3,000,000 bales 
in United States exports over the pre- 
vious year, and to an increase of about 
1,000,000 bajes in domestic consump- 
tion. 


Indications are that domestic con- 


sumption in this country will be 
further increased in 1940-41. Due to 
Tie sharp increase in industrial activ- 
ities in this county growing oat of 
the defense program, it appears that 
domestic uses may reach 8.500,000 bal- 
es. This probable increase in domes- 
tic consumption, however, is expect- 
ed to be accompanied by a great de- 
cline in exports. If the British block- 
ade continues, little cotton is ex- 
pected to be exported to continen- 
tal Europe (Excluding Russia) where 
in the five years ending 1939 ex- 
ports of American cotton averaged 
2,500,000 bales. Less favorable con- 
sumption prospects in Japan, China, 
and Great 
Britain will materially 


reduce world exports and consumpt- 
ion. These conditions and wide price 
disparities between American and the 
more important competing foreign cot- 
tons in most of the accessible mar- 
kets, reduced exports of American 
cotton in August and September, 1940, 
to 140,000 bales. This was about 85 
per cent less than during the same 
period last year and the smallest for 
the period since 1879. Total exports 
for the 1940-41 season even one-four- 
th as large as last season would re- 
quire a greatly increased rate of ship- 
ments for the remainder of the mar- 
keting year. 


Consumption Falls 


In view of present conditions, total 


consumption, both domestic and for- 
eign, of American cotton in 1940-41' 
is estimated at about 10,500,000 bales 
or approximately 2,250,00 bales less

Large supplies of cotton, which may be increased through the loss of 


foreign cotton customers white the war lasts, is a major phase of the 
cotton situation which farmera will consider before they vote on Sat- 
urday, December 7, to approve or disapprove marketing quotas for the 
1941 crop. They must decide then whether they need the support of all 
features of the farm program, or whether they can get along without 
quotas and loans. The Agricultural Adjustment Act provides that loans 
can be made available, under certain price and supply conditions, if two- 
thirds of the voting farmers in the referendum approve marketing 
quotas. However, the Act also provides that, if quotas arc rejected, no 
loans can be made available during the following marketing year.

trading punches. 


The background of the story briefly 


is this: From the time when the first 
wandering fisherman discovered that 
seal skins and oil brought big profits, 
it was open season on these barking 
dogs of the briny deep. Seals are 
easily caught and killed. Plowing in- 
to the herd at sea, a fleet of small 
boats can slaughter them by the hun- 
dreds. (This is called pelagic or sur- 
face sealing.) 


C'n land, they can be herded like 


cattle away from the water's edge and 
killed with clubs. Some idea of how 
simple it is may be understood from 
the fact that the Pribilof herd, esti- 
mated to contain 2,500,000 seals in 1880's 
numbered approximately 
125,000 in 


1911. 


The story of the Coast Guard cut- 


ter service's heroic efforts to save the 
herd against the depredations of ren- 
egrade American, Canadian and Jap- 
anese sealers would fill a volume. 


On more than one occasion, the Coast 


Guard's zeal in sei/.ing foreign goats 
precipitated 
international 
incidents, 


but it wasn't until 1911 that nil the 
nations involved got together and 
worked out a plan. 


Nations Divide Kill 


The United States was to take over 


all killing of the Pribilof herd and give 
Canada and Japan each 15 per cent 
of the skins taken annually. Japan 
was to supervise the much smaller 
Robben Island herd and give Canada, 
the U. S. and Russia each 10 per cent 
of the kill. Russia was to handle the 
even smaller herd and give Japan and 
Canada each 15 per cent of the kill. 


For five years, the seals were not 


to be touched and after that, the only 
seals to be taken were the three-year 
old males. 


The plan worked beautifully. The 


Pribilof herd is now over two million. 
This year the 450 natives there, work- 
ing under Bureau of Fisheries ex- 
perts, killed about 65,000 seals. The 
skins were shipped to St. Louis for 
curing and auction in the fur market. 
Japan got about §44,000 cash. Canada 
gor its share.
